The. entire advertisement,} 
in fact, was, to say the least, mislead- 
ing, and it became necessary for us 
to communicate with each company 
representative whose name was sign-: 
ed thereto. 

Whether or not an insurance com- 
pany is a board or non-board com- 
pany has no bearing on its financial 
ability to meet its obligations as they 
fall due. The agents of so-called 
board companies in that section are 
apparently attempting to poison the 
minds of your residents against non- 
board companies. In order that any 
company may be admitted to operate 
in the State of California, certain 
financial standards and requirements 
must be complied with. Any com- 
pany capable of meeting these re- 
quirements is entitled to a license to 
operate over the entire State of Cali- 
fornia. Whether or not, however, 
heing admitted, such Company destres 
to become a member of the Board of 
Fire Underwriters of the Pacific is 
purely optional with the Company. 
The fact that they belong to the 
Board is no assurance that they are 
any more capable of meeting their 
obligations than those companies 
which do not belong to the Board. 

In the particular advertisement re- 
ferred to above, the statement was 
made that if a board company were 
ineapable of meeting its obligations, 
the resources of the other companies 
could be counted upon. This is not 
a fact; from the above you will see 
that this Department makes no dis- 
tinction between board and _ non- 
board companies. In fact, we do 
not recognize such Board, and keep 
no record of those companies which 
do or do not belong thereto.
